Root, Governor Hadley, of Missouri, 
the Roosevelt floor leader, attempted 
to have a substitute roll of Roosevelt 
delegates seated In the place of the 
contested Taft delegates, but Chair 
man Rosewater ruled the motion out 
of order, aud after « short argument 
the election of Senator Root was car­ 
ried 


Taft M e n s Predictions Right. 


The vote, called by individual dele­ 
gates, bore out the prediction of the 
Taft men, who declared that Senator 
Root would win, and also showed that 
there had been few lf any desertions 
from the Taft ranks. The LaFollette 
men divided their vote, thirteen going 
to McGovern, their home governor, 
and the others were cast*for Waltei 
L. Houser, manager of the l-aFoUette 
campaign; Frank lauder, of North Ha 
kola. and Senator Gronna, of North 
Dakota.
